At the conclusion of a speech deliv- 
ered to the students of the ancient Foiled! 
University at Ja« ;hclloni , Attorney General 
hobert Kennedy commented on the death c*f his 
brother and on the personality of Oswald, 
hie statements appear to bo very disturbing 
and, errors excepted, sharply contrast many 
facts, as well as the attitudes, statements, 
and acts of Robert Kennedy himself after the 
tragic events in Dallas. 

Tn response to a question of the 
President of the Student Association of KraVow, 
Uieronim Kuhiak, Kennedy expressed the convic- 
tion that his brother had been killed by Oswald 
and that Oswald "acted on his own initiative 
and alone." Iho Attorney General denied any 
political intrigue end excluded any suspicion 
of a plot. Do alto excluded, with unusual 
cool ness , the suspicious natter of Jack Ruby 
and did not explain the reason for the killing 
of Oswald. He went as far as to say that
